5 Years Ago on Market 
St., Nearly Gone. 


St. Louis’ smoke has proved too 
much for the European sycamore 


either side of be- 
tween Fifteenth and Eighteenth 
streets. Out of 58 trees planted, 
only three have survived, and work- 
men were busy today tearing out 
the few remaining dead stumps and 
filling in the spaces with concrete. 
The three healthy trees, all in the 
1700 block, were left standing at the 
request of nearby property owners. 
The purpose of the plantings was 
to provide a. tree-shaded link be- 
tween Memorial and Aloe (Union 
Station) plazas. When Market 
street was widened the Board of 
Public Service reduced the roadway 
from 76 to 70 feet to make space 
for the trees back of the curbs. 
Three-foot steel rings were laid 
around each tree to retain the soil 
and the remainder of the unpaved 
area was covered with macadam. 
Ludwig Baumann, city forester, 
said today the macadam apparently 
had not contributed to the trees’ 
growth, but the only alternative he 
could think of was a grating around 
each tree, “And the women’s heels 
would catth in that,” he added. 


NEW YORK STOCKS RESUME 
RISE ON BRISK BUYING 


Gains Range From $1 to $5 a 
Share, Many to Highest 
Prices for Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 29. — Brisk 
buying was resumed in the New 
York Stock Exchange today, and 
prices of leading issues rose $1 to 
$6 a share, many to the highest 
prices for the year. 

Building material, steel, agricul- 
tural, chemical and various indus- 
trials led the advance, which in- 
cluded Virtually the entire list, with 
rails and utilities making the larg- 
est gains in months. 

The turnover was about 2,700,000 
shares, largest in a single day since 
October. For the last two days, the 
market had been wavering after 
last week’s rise. 

In the last hour, United States 
Steel advanced more than $3 to 
above $56, Bethlehem Steel; nearly 
$4 to close to $60; nearly 
$4 to above $59. Westinghouse Elec- 
tric $6 to $98, and du Pont 
above $119. Union Pacific was up 
$4 to $82 and Santa Fe §3 to $33. 


RINGLING CIRCUS ABANDONS 
PROPOSAL 10 RESUME TOUR 


After Conferences, Head Gives Or- 
der for Trains to Continue Trip 
to Winter Quarters.. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—For a 
time today there seemed to be a 
chance Ringling Brothers, Barnum 
& Bailey Circuit might resume its 
tour. The circus trains were side- 
tracked at nearby Alexandria, Va., 
and there were reports of a propos- 
al before New York bankers to 
lease the show and start it on the 
road again. 

But after long confeernces be- 
tween John Ringling North, presi- 
dent, and his executives, the tour 
was definitely canceled. This is the 
first time in the:circus’ history that 
it has quit in mid-season. | 
One train carried the horses to- 
ward the circus farms at Peru, Ind., 
while two other trains took the re- 
mainder of the show to its winter 
quarters at Sarasota, Fla. A strike 
halted the tour at Scranton, Pa., 
last week. Employes refused to take 
a 25 per cent pay cut.

LABOR INJUNCTION 
PLEA TO RE HEARD 


NL RB to Investigate Re- 
ported Disappearance of 
Union Records — Civil 
Rights Inquiry Sought.

WASHINGTON, June 29,—The 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 


tion appealed to the Department of 
Justice yesterday to intervene in 
New Orleans against what it called 
illegal arrests of union organizers. 

At New Orleans, the CIO asked 
the United States. Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday for an injunc- 
tion to prevent police from interfer- 
ing with the CIO, which is con- 
ducting a strike against the truck- 
ing companies. Mayor Robert §&, 
Maestri, Acting Superintendent of 
3 John Grosch and other of- 
ficials were ordered to appear be- 
fore Judge Rufus E. Foster Fri- 
day to show cause why a writ 
should not be issued. 

Lee Pressman, general counsel for 
the C I O, telegraphed Attorney- 
General Cummings that rights of 
union leaders in New Orleans were 
being violated by city and State po- 
lice officials, 

He charged that these officials 
had made mass arrests . “without 
warrants or lawful reason,” and 
that they also had made brutal at- 
tacks on prisoners in jail.

NEW ORLEANS, June 29,—The 
Louisiana League for Preservation 
of Constitutional Rights asked the 
Senate Committee on Civil Liber- 
ties yesterday to send investigators 
here to look into charges that civil 
rights are being denied labor. 
Acting Police Superintendent 
John Grosch, one of the officials 
against whom the CIO is seeking 
an injunction to prevent interfer- 
ence with its conduct of a truck- 
ing strike, has admitted that de- 
tectives took three CIO organizers 
to the city limits yesterday and 
warned them never to return to 
New Orleans. He said his men 
would continue their hunt for six 
other organizers and drive them 
from the city. Grosch described 
the organizers as “Communists and 
Reds.” 

Richard Dowling, C I O counsel 
who applied for the restraining 
court order, charged police had 
waged a campaign of “intimidation 
against C I O members” by raiding 
their headquarters and arresting in 
the past week more than 300 per- 
sons who subsequently were re 
leased.

There has been a huge in- 
crease in espionage arrests in 
France in recent years. In the 
Strasbourg area alone—near the 
German frontier—there were 150 
convictions on espionage charges 
in 1937, This year such convic- 
tions averaged nearly four a 
week. 

The new law was embodied in 
a decree law which also empow- 
ered the Government to forbid 
foreigners to reside within “a 
certain distdnce” of fortifica- 
tions and defense works. 


HEAVIEST. RAINS IN JAPAN 
U 20 YEARS: 21 KILLED 


TOKIO; June 29. — Twenty-one 
persons were killed and 15 were 
missing today as the worst rains 
in 20 years deluged all Japan’s main 
lands. 

At Yokohama a cifte caved in, 
crushing five homes and killing 12 
persons, most of whom were be- 
lieved to be Koreans. Other casual- 
ties included seven killed at Mito 
and Yokosuka when houses col- 
lapsed. 

Almost 60,000 houses were flooded 
in Tokio. Railroads and power lines 
were disrupted.

SHANGHAT OFFICIAL’ KILLED: 


FIFTH POLITICAL MURDER 


SHANGHAI, June 29.—Shen Teh- 
ling, director of the Shipping Con- 
trol Bureau of the Japanese-fos- 
tered Shanghai reformed govern- 
ment, was assassinated today. His 
death was the fifth political mur- 
der in 10 days by alleged anti- 
Japanese elements operating 
against Chinese puppet officials of 
the Japanese. 

The killing occurred in the heart 
of the International Settlement, 
the killers catching Shen as he 
was being pulled in a jinrickisha. 
Their bullets also killed the jin- 
rickisha boy and a passerby. 

Japanese recently have en 
sterner measures to suppress po- 
litical violence. Military officials 
ordered a round-up today in which 
more than 100 persons were seized 
in the Japanese-occupied Hongkew 
area. The suspects included sev- 
eral Russians and prisoners of 
other nationalities.

Farms Companies Settle

Milk from the St. Louis Dairy 
and the Highland Dairy Farms was 
late in reaching customers’ door- 
steps. morning due to a six- 
hour „ which was settled by

Workers’ Union, A. N of L. 
workers went on strike at the two 
plants last midnight when the ne- 
gotiators failed to reach an agree- 
ment during a six-hour conference. 
It was announced yesterday that a 
strike probably would be called at 
a major dairy, which had dropped 
out of the parley for a new wage 
contract for 2200 drivers and in- 
side workers employed in the milk 
industry here. 

The meeting of union. and com- 
pany representatives reconvened at 
2 a. m, at the offices of the St. 
Louis Dairy. Employes picketed 
the plant, at tieth and Pine 
streets, and the ghland Dairy, 
4321 Chouteau avenue, and a High- 
land branch at 1326 North Kings- 
highway. Small police details at 
each place found no call for their 
services. The union permitted en- 
gineers and stablemen to remain 
on duty and allowed milk deliveries 
to hospitals. The strike was called 
off at 6 a. m. and drivers, who be- 
gin work at midnight in summer 
got away. to a late start. . 

The proposed compromise,. sub- 
ject to ratification by the union 
membership at meetings tomorrow 
night, would give the inside work- 
ers a blanket wage increase of $1.60 
a week. Inside workers are paid 
from $138.50 to $26.40 a week, and 
increases up to $13.60 a week had 
been requested. N 

Drivers, who originally demand 
ed a weekly increase of $6, would 
continue at the old scale, $39 a 
week, plus commissions, with the 
managements agreeing to assume 
additional credit responsibilities. 
The work day for drivers on special 
delivery wholesale routes would be 
eight hours, instead of 10, and three 
days, to 10, would be added to the 
annual paid vacations of inside 
workers, A seniority arrangement, 
under which the last man _ hired 
would de the first laid off, is in- 
cluded in the compromise. The pre- 
vious agreement expired May 31 and 
was extended temporarily, with the 
union committee empowered to call 


a strike at its discretion.

Order Designed to Increase Exports 
and Convert Factories to Mak- 
ing War Supplies.

TOKIO, June 20.—Excitement 
prevailed in textile markets today 
as manufacturers’ agents fought to 
buy the last shreds of raw cotton 
with the publication of a Govern- 
ment decree ordering factories to 
quit producing a long list of cotton 
cloth and iron products for domestic 
use. 

Giving Japan's économic thumb- 
screws another twist as a result of 
the Chinese war, the decree was 
designed in part to promote export 
trade, particularly of cotton textiles, 
without increasing raw cotton im- 
rts. 

Pleading with the people to re- 
main calm, the Government assured 
them that present stocks of raw 
cotton would be sufficient to last 
this year. Thereafter staple fiber 
and synthetic products will be used 
instead. 

Exporters were jubilant since the 
order will provide their machines 
with more raw material, but retail- 
ers were thrown into confusion.

It contains the makings 
ef a physical trait in the living 
A capsule, for example, 
may contain the chemical combina- 
don which fixes shape of hair. If

jcal pattern in his tapeline can nev- 
er expect to have naturally curly 


hair. 

But the tapeline is an actual 
measuring rod of life in a more 
literal manner. The position of the 
cross mark on the tapeline de- 
termines to what extent the capsule 
there shall co-operate with other 
capsules in establishing the charac- 
ter of children. The chemical at 
the “three-inch mark” may be more 
important than that at the “10- 
inch.” 

Actually there are fully 5000 of 
these markers on a set of fly 
chromosomes. Human beings have 
similar chromosomes but no one 
yet knows how many such markers 
they carry.

Map 28 Years in Making. 

Learning how to identify the map 
lines is most difficult. It has taken 
since 1910 to make the present map 
of 500 heredity determiners. The 
map-maker is Dr. Calvin B. Bridges 
of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington and the California In- 
stitute of Technology. 

It would take more than 20,000 
years to learn so much about hu- 
man beings as has been deciphered 
about the fly in 28 years. But what- 
ever is learned about the fly map 
helps to solve the puzzles of human 
heredity. Although it took 28 years 


to bring the fly map up to 500 
identified places, the work on the

The 500 identified cross-marks on 
the fly’s “tapeline” show what fine 
distinctions in makeup each con- 
trols. Some make body hairs heavy 
or fine, straight or curled, golden 
or jet black. Some govern a dozen 
different appearances of the eye, 
from brilliant colors and peculiar 
shapes even to the “twinkle” due 
to tiny facets in the eye tissue. 
Some make the fly’s feet four-joint- 
ed, others five-jointed, or clubbed. 


Variations in Heritage. 


Nature's way of using the tape- 
lines for determining the makeup 
of each individual is very complex. 
Part of the process of making germ 
cells is the union in pairs of each 
tapelike chromosome from the fa- 
ther with the corresponding one 
from the mother. Parts may be ex- 
changed, so that the germ cell may 
get marks “No. 6’ from the father 
and “No. 37” from the mother. Hence 
the heritage of each child comes 


each depending on the positions 


and recorded as to their characters 


from both parents, the share from 
along the chromosome tapeline.

The fact that Mendel’s laws of 
heredity and the chromosome ma- 
chinery are the same in flies as 
in man gives hope of solving the 
puzzles of man’s nature.

Roosevell:Says No N Has 
Solved Unemployment Problem; 
Swedish Works Planning Studied, 


Declares Going in for Armaments ‘Abecche 
Jobless, but That Is Not Permanent — 
Spending Program in Full Swing This Week.

HYDE PARK, N. T., June 29. 
President Roosevelt said yesterday 
that the United States was trying 
to solve its unemployment problem 
without a huge armament pro- 


gram. 

Telling his press conference that 
the $3,750,000,000 lending and spend- 
ing campaign would be in full 
swing by July 1, the President said 
that even with the somewhat. ex- 
panded naval shipbuilding pro- 
gram, armament costs of this 
country would be only 15 or 16 
per cent of the total Government 
budget. 

Therefore, he said in answer to 
questions, the armament program 
would have relatively little to do 
with the rehabilitation of the un- 
employed. 

The chief executive added that 
the 15 to 16 per cent figure was 
not to be compared in its eco- 
nomic effect with the armament 
programs of other countries, where 
arms cost 45 to 50 per cent of the 
total expense of government. 

Arms Cost 12 Per Cent. 

For the current year, he said, 
arms were costing only 12 per cent 
of this country’s expenditures, 

Mr. Roosevelt worked. into the

PENSIONS FOR DEPENDENTS 
OF MAINE VICTIMS INCREASED 


Advanced From $12 to 330 a Month 
Under Bill Signed by 
Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Wid- 
ows and dependents of the 260 men 
who died 40 years ago in the sink- 
ing of the Maine are going to get 
increased pensions—$30 a month in- 
stead of $12. 
President Roosevelt hag signed 
an act Congress passed after learn- 


ing that the usual $30 pension was 
not permitted widows of Spanish 
War veterans who died in service 
prior to April 21, 1898, when diplo- 
matic relations were broken off 
with Span. 


The Maine was sunk Feb. 15, 1898, 


and these cases were ineligible for 
the usual pension. 

The average age of widows benc- 
fited under the new act is 72. The 
initial cost to the Government is 
about. $70,000 annually, the Veter- 
ans’ Administration ‘said.

This is a problem which is larger than any state 
or any one section of the country. It is as large 
as the nation itself and it should be viewed from 
the national standpoint.

For 
years a fair complaint of the Northern industrialist 
against his Southern competitor has been the latter’s 
ability to undersell the Northern producer because of 
a lower wage scale. Now the South has been placed 
under Federal wage-hour regulation. Is not the 
Northern producer morally obligated to consent to 
the removal of the freight rate differential, the basis 
for which is how removed? 

The removal of the differential, if that action is 
ordered by the I. C. C. after the hearing next month 
in Buffalo, N. Y., will unquestionably call for re- 
adjustments. Anything which has been as much of a 
fixture in the commercial life of the country as the 
freight differential cannot be removed without effects 
and counter-effects. But when those adjustments 
have been achieved, the United States will be the 
better for it. The South will no longer have the 
freight rate excuse for lower wages. The North will 
know that no part of its manufacturing is based on 
an unfair advantage. What operates today as an in- 
ternal tariff will have been removed and the geo- 
graphical areas of the nation will be brought that 
much closer together. 

What the complaining Illinois stove manufacturers 
have done is understandable. It is a natural first 
reaction. But the more they and the other producers 
of the “official territory” think about it, the more 
they should see the urgency for free and fair trade 
for the United States as a whole.

For a long 
time, German and Italian planes have rained death 
on such cities as Barcelona, Valencia and Alicante. 
They have even bombed places north of the Spanish 
border in France. The recent attack on a little coun- 
try town north of Barcelona—Granollers—which 
killed a large percentage of the entire population, 
including many women and children, was particu- 
larly horrifying. 

If a case can be made for the killing of non-com- 
batants many miles behind the front lines on the 
plea, say, that munitions of war are stored in. the 
Barcelona subway, a plea unaccompanied by proof, 
then all ancient rules of warfare are thrown into the 
ashcan and all humanitarian considerations are :

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THE GRAN CHACO FEUD AGAIN. 

The most persistent and troublesome boundary dis- 
pute in the modern history of the Western Hemi- 
sphere has been that between Bolivia and Paraguay, 
over the great plains region known as the Gran 
Chaco. The two nations engaged in bitter warfare, 
beginning in 1928, for ownership of the area, and 
mediation efforts opened in 1935, after they had 
struggled to a state of exhaustion and virtual bank- 
ruptcy. Now, despite the best efforts of envoys from 
Argentina, Brazil, Peru, Uruguay and the United 
States, the negotiations are about to break down, and 
resumption of fighting seems possible. 

Paraguay is far smaller than Bolivia, both in 

area and population. Nevertheless, Paraguayan sol- 
diers had occupied most of the Gran Chaco when the 
armistice of 1935 was signed, and stringent Para- 
guayan demands now have caused the conference 
deadlock. The situation is complicated by the in- 
stability of the government in each country. In 
both, military coups have brought changes of ad- 
ministration on two occasions since 1934. The con- 
flicting Chaco claims are so strongly bound up with 
extreme nationalism in each country that efforts to- 
ward settlement are handicapped. 
The League of Nations has attempted to settle the 
dispute, but without success. Indeed, Paraguay re- 
signed from the League in 1935 when an advisory 
committee identified her as the aggressor. If the 
mediation conference now also fails, the dispute is 
to be submitted to the World Court, but there is 
danger that war will be resumed before that body 
can act. 

It is to be hoped that conflict may at all costs be 
avoided. At a time when threats of widespread war 
overhang the Old World, the need for unity in this 
hemisphere is paramount. And the Chaco wastes 
have already cost these two fierce combatants far 
more in blood and treasure than the military adven- 
ture was worth.

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WHEN UNCLE SAM WAS YOUNG. 

For more than a century, or, to be exact, 126 years, 
the British have been credited with having done a 
pretty thorough job of it when they swept into Wash- 
ington, in that War of 1812, and burned the Capitol.

O be good neighbors people must know 

each other. You can’t get along with 

the family across the street if you wrong- 
ly think there’s “something funny about 
them.“ Let's see how we look to the — 
bors. If you look through the eyes of the 
European press, you see the United States as 
a grotesque image in a distorting mirror. 

“Inhuman. That is the word with which 
to brand this society,” Vu, Paris weekly, 
says of us. We are “naive, slow-witted, 
gross, obtuse, bent only on profit,” in the 
judgment of Omnibus, Roman literary mag- 
azine. We are a nation of hypocrites, break- 
ing treaties when it sults us but condemning 
others who do likewise. Our foreign policy 
is “the most absolute form’ of imperialism.” 
This from Messagero, Rome’s leading daily. 

We might expect at least to be under- 
stood by democratic England, where the 
press is free and movies and radio are not 
propaganda tools. Yet John Bull's concep- 
tion of us is woefully warped. “The cult of 
violence is a doctrine which every American 
is taught from his earliest youth to respect,” 
Punch, British weekly, asserts. Writers 
imply that brawls and shooting affrays are 
of common occurrence in our Legislatures. 

All through the foreign press runs the 
assumption that we are barbarians, vulgar 
and knowing nothing of the refinements of 
civilization; that our manners are those of 
a frontier mining town. 

; . * * 

How do these mis representations come 
about? It isn’t deliberate malevolence. The 
way it happens is explained by a well-known 
English correspondent: A London publish- 
er, seeking more circulation, feels that to 
get it he must continually astound his read- 
ers. To make his American news spright- 
ly, the London publisher subscribes to one 
of the more sensational American news 
services, He pays $50,000 a year for it, but 
he uses hardly a line of it. It’s merely to 
keep his foreign editor in touch with the

Both in England and on the Continent, 
trivial and fredkish items tend to crowd out 
other American news.

STIC advocates of better govern- 

ent will accept the congressional com- 

promise on civil service for the postmasters 

h some gratitude, and some regrets that 

political ethics are not such as to permit 
a/clean-cut job in removing an abuse. 


n the positive side, the measure provides 

definite tenure of office; it establishes a 
statutory requirement that postmasters must 
be selected after a competitive examination, 
in accordance with the merit system, and it 
permits interdepartmental promotions, thus 
paving the way for a career service in the 
Postoffice Department. 

On the negative side, it permits the Pres- 
ident to select one of the highest three ap- 
plicants; it requires Senate confirmation 
and it provides that incumbents may be re- 
appointed without competitive examinations, 

Obviously, that is not the ideal blueprint 
of the merit system. It is not a clean break 
with patronage, but it is a solid blow to 
plum-dish government. Above all, it is an 
encouraging defeat to the patronage forces, 
who dared come into the open and fight for 
spoils, With the issue thus precisely joined, 
the merit system advocates won. 

At. best, this victory is only a milepost. 
The promises that President Roosevelt made 
for the extension of the merit system are 
still unfulfilled. Extension of the merit 
system to a point where the United States 
has a government service as efficient as that 
of Great Britain, and equal to the increasing 
responsibilities now piled upon government, 
is a goal toward which Congress should ad- 
vance each session. The postmaster bill is 
one step in such an advance. 


HOW ONE DICTATOR HOLDS ON.

True the call was little more than 
a whisper, but anyway he heard 
it. It was the model thing which 
deterred us, but when the word 
came along that Alan Curtis had 
been, among other things, a taxi 
driver and was really playing parts, 
no matter what he had been, we 
decided that now as the time for 
all good men to come to the aid 
of MGM’s newest discovery. 

The taxi episode transpired in 
Chicago at a time when Apollo Bel- 
vederes with shining wisdom teeth 
were a drug on the advertising mar- 
ket. But Art wasn't to be denied. 
A photographer rode in Alan's 
taxi, took his name and address 
and almost before he knew it Mr. 
Curtis was in the modeling busi- 
ness. 

But far fields look just as green 
in Chicago as they do in California. 
The particular field that Curtis 
spotted was New York. 


„One day I arrived,” he er- 
plained, “With $40 in my pocket 
and an inferiority complex. 
“Gradually I got into the swing 
of things, but not before conyinc- 
ing many a New Yorker, minding 
his own business about the side- 
walks of the city, that I was a bit

blue serge pants were in order for 
some other photographic appoint- 
ment.” 

From that time on, Alan resem- 
bled an ad for what the well-dressed 
man would wear if he combined 
summer, winter, spring and fall in- 
to one ensemble. His shoes, for 
example, might be of patent leath- 
er, his trousers the striped, morn- 
ing variety. This custom, on the 
part of models, made the luggage 
to be carried to various studios less 
cumbersome. 

“I'll never forget two particular 
experiences,” the youthful Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer actor said. “The 
first transpired during a shot to 
be photographed by Paul Hesse, in 
which I was all made up to repre- 
sent a cowboy.

Passersby deciding that 
someone must be crazy, called the 
police. Hesse had neglected getting 
a park permit. He went with the 
officers to straighten out the sad 
state of affairs. I left the horse to 
his own devices and scurried back 
to the studio. It was locked, and 
my clothes inside. 

“There was only one thing left 
to do. I clanked back to my hotel, 
boots and all. Believe me, it took 
courage to walk into that lobby.” 

On another occasion Curtis was 
employed as the model for a series 
of shots to appear in a magazine. 
Munkacsi was the photographer. 

“We went to the Columbia Yacht 
Club, and Munkacsi picked out a

Sunburn Dangers 


By Logen Clendening, M. D. 


URGEONS divide burns into a 

classification of degrees — first, 

second and third degree—de- 
pending on how deep the burn is, 
how much of the skin is destroyed. 
A sunburn is usually named as the 
typical example of a first degree 
burn. But it can be worse, and 
every doctor has seen severe pros- 
tration and real illness from pro- 
longed and badly advised exposure. 
It cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized that sun bathing is beneficial 
only when done gradually, until 
the body is used to it. 

Not only the skin burn, but the 
danger of heat prostration is im- 
minent for the impulsive early sea- 
son sun worshipers. And it doesn’t 
make any difference where you are. 
It is not the tropical sun only that 


son living in Wisconsin is said to 
be 20 times as likely to suffer from 
heat stroke as a white person liv- 
ing in Florida.

gives you a beating. A white per- 


too much sun, remember water. 
You are losing water through your 
pores so drink plenty as you lie in 
the sun. Eat a light vegetable diet 
for a few days, get some exercise 
every day and keep up your elim- 
ination. 

The treatment of sunburn is just 
like the treatment of any burn. 
Oils in which a cooling chemical 
has been dissolved are the most 
gratifying for a mild burn. Carron 
oil (equal parts of linseed oil and 
lime water) in which a little thymol 
or menthol or camphor has been 
added for the cooling effect, is an 
excellent preparation of this class. 

A household remedy always at 
hand is vinegar. Dilute it with wa- 
ter. Many think it the best. Bak- 
ing soda made into a paste and ap- 
plied on antiseptic gauze is good. 


Best of all the household reme- 
dies if the burn is deep and oozing 
and painful, is cold tea. Or tea 
leaves. The ingredient in tea which 
does the work is tannic acid, which 
can be obtained from the drug

Now 
if a spade were returned it would 
prove one of two things, both satis- 
factory from declarer’s point of 
view: wither that the spade suit 
would break or that the leader of 
the second spade was the one who 
originally had four.
